NOT BE ON THE BALLOT

Supreme Court Sustains Sec-
retary Olcott-—Committee
Camnot Act

The name of E. E. Coovert will not be
put on the ballot for the wext genernl
eleetion as the republican candidate for
senator from the Fourteenth distrioct,
which comprises the counties of Multuo-
mab, Clackama# und Columbia. This
was determined by un opinion handed
down this moruing by the supreme
court, which opinion sustnins the demur-
or of Seeretury of State Oleott in the
case,

It is stated in the opinjon, wnien was
written by Justiee Hurris, that the di-
reet primary nominating elections law
provides for the election of precinet
gommitteemen aml then specifies the
powers which they can exercise, and
consequently no power can be exercised
by them unless it is granted by statute,

The statute must be taken as it is
written, savs Justico Hurris, regard-
lews of itd results; and if there is need
for enlarging the powers of precinet
committecnen the right to enlarge the
nuthority of party represontatives is ¢x-
ercisable by the legislative and not by
the judicial depnrtment,
